Supplement to the Election Laws of this Common-
wealth,'' uppioved the Fourth day of June, A. D. ISO,
tne following Preamble and Fir.it F'our Suctions of
(Bid Act are published, to wit:

Whereas, Hv the Act of tlie Congress of the United
Hates entitled "An Act lo amend the several acts here-loior- e

l asted to provide lor theennilll. g and calling
nut the National forces, and ior other mirpo'es." and
approved March x. one thousand eight hundred and
sl.xty-tiv- all persons who have deserted the mlii.ary
or naval s rvlce ol the United States, and who have
not been discharged or relieved Irom the penally or
disability therein provided, are deemed and taken to
have voluntarily relinquished and forfeited theirrights or citizenship, and their rights to become citi-
zens, and are deprived of exercising any rights of clU-ze- ns

thereof.
And whereas, Prrsons, not citizens of the UnitedStates, are not, under the Constitution and laws ofPennsylvania, quallllcd electors of the Couiuiou-wenlt- h.

Section 1. Be It enacted by the Renato and House ofRepresentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva-
nia In General Assembly met, und It Is hereby enactedby the authority ot the same, That In all electionshereafter to be held lu tills Common wealth, It shallbe unlawful ior the Judge or Inspectors of any
such election to receive any ballot or ballots fromany person or persons embraced In the provisions andsubject to the disability Imposed by the said act ofCongress, approved March S, one thousand eight hun-
dred and sixty-liv- uud It shall he unlawful for auy
such persou to offer to vote any ballot or ballots.

Section i That If any such Judge and Inspectors Of.
Eleclion, or any one et them, snail receive or consentto receive any such unlawful ballot or ballots fromany such disqualified person, be or they so ollendlng;
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon convic-
tion lhereof in any Court or Quarter Sessions of this
Commonwealth, lie shall, for each ollense, be sen-
tenced to pay a line ot not lees than one hundred dol-
lars, and to undergo an Imprisonment In the jail ot
the proper county for not less than sixty days.

Section 8 That If a y person deprived of citizen-
ship and disqualified as aforesaid, shall, at any eleo-
tion bereatler to be held lu this Commonwealth, vote
or tender to the olUcers thereof and offer to vote.
ballot or ballots; any person so ollendlng, shall be
deemed gt llty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction
thereof, ln any Court of Quarter Sessions of this
Commonwealth, shall for each ottense be punished In
like man, er as Is provided in the preceding section
or ibis Act, In the case ot officers of election receiv-
ing such unlawful ballot or ballots.

Section 4. That It any person shall hereafter per-
suade or advise any person or persons, deprived ofcitizenship and disqualiHed as aforesaid, to offer any
ballot or ballots to the officers of any election her,after to be held ln this Commonwealth, or shall per-
suade or advise any such otltcer to receive any ballotor ballots, from any perBon deprived of citizenship)
and disqualilied as aforesaid; such person so offend-
ing shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and npon con-
viction thereof, ln any&urt of Quarter Sessions ofthis Commonwealth, shall be punished In likemannecas Is provided ln the second section of th Is Act, ln thecase of oflicers of such election receiving such unlaw-
ful ballot or ballots.
